The address of Mr. Stone included ea 
brief genealogy of the Bradford family.

OPPOSE REQUIRED CHAPEL: 


Results of Yale Referendum Is Eight 
to One Against. 


Special to The New York Times, 
NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 8.—Foot- 
ball has taken second place as the 


absorbing topic on the Yale campus, the 
struggle to end compulsory chapel hav- 
ing the centre of the stage. 

The two-day referendum ballot of all 
students who are compelled to attend 
chapel ended today. They include the 
academie department and members of 
the freshman class. The vote stood 
1,681 favoring abolition of compulsory 
attendance and 241 for, continuing. that 
system, about 8 to 1 ‘urging” that the 
compulsory element be removed. 

Many voters made it’ clear that they 
favor chapel, but not compulsory attend- 
ance. As only 2,317 persons’ were elig- 
ible, about 90 per cent, took part in the

MOSCOW, Nov. “8.—Appropriately 
enough, the world’s chess champion, 
Capablanca, intends to "inform the public 


of Red Russia of , the revolutionary 
changes he would like to see inaugurated 
in “‘the royal and ancient’’ game. The 
Austrian champion, Tartakover, who 
speaks and writes, Russian, will write 
his explanation of Capablanca's ideas 
spapers this. week. 
Generally speaking, Capablanca argues 
that chess has become too stereotyped 
and mechanical, A comparatively medi- 
ocreplayer, he says, with good memory 
and perseverance can learn by heart

The report of the (African Education 
Commission, under the Chairmanship 
of Dr. THomas Jessx Jonzs, sent. out 
to procure definite data as to the edu- 


western, southern and equatorial parts 
of Africa, begins with the statement 
that Africa is not the ‘‘ Great Dark} 
"Continent "’-but the ‘‘ Continent of 
Great Misunderstandings.’’ The first 
of these misunderstandings relates to 
its resources and natural scenery; the 
second to its healthfulness and pos- 
sibilities of sanitary improvement; the 
third to the ‘‘ improvability '’ of its 
people, and the fourth to the contribu- 
tion made by the white people to 
Africa. : 

The summary. of the survey made by 
this commission, asserts that the im- 
mense and varied resources of Africa 
are virtually unknown and that the 
agricultural and forést / possibilities 
have ‘been hardly touched; that the 
beauty of the scetiery is in striking 
contrast with the general conception 
of it'as a place of dismal swamps, 
impenetrable jungles and arid deserts; 
that, while the tragic experiences of 
North American pioneers have been 
repeated there, and while certain re- 
gions are unsafe for people of the 
temperate zone, the continent as a 
whole will respond to modern methods 
of sanitation and hygiene; that the 
improvability of the African people 
has been clearly demonstrated by their | < 
reaction to the efforts of missions.

SMALLER AND BETTER FILMS. 

Alleged monopoly practices in the 
motion-picture’ industry are now under 
investigation by the Federal Trade 
Commission. One prominent producer, 
himself described as an independent, 
denies that the big combinations of 
pro@ucers, distributers. and: exhibitors 
are engaged in Schrecklichkeit against 
the ‘little fellows." To the extent 
that the-big fellows dominate, the rea- 
son lies én superior merit. ‘‘ Pictures, 
“unlike ofl-or motor cars, cannot be 
standardized. Each picture must 
‘* differ from. every other.’ But there 

‘can. be maintained a certain stand- 

‘ ard: of excellence in, the pictures 
aaciaund? The assertion follows 
that the best. pictures have been sup- 
plied by the big interests, and that the 
rindependents with their cheaply made 
pictures bring the industry tote dis- 
repute. 

To the . public it: will be. news that 
the movie, unlike the automobile, can- 
noi be standardized. If ig theory it is 
impossible, then the impossible has 
happened. If there is. any article of 
popular consumption that carries “he 
stamp of sameness, it:is the‘ pic- 
tures.’’ The least observant citizen 
can tell at a glance a dozen makes of

usually tell last year’s model from 
next year’s. But except for the ob- 
vious “differences between the Wild 
West. picture and the picture of 
** passion "’ it .is doubtful whether 
within each category he can tell one 
picture from & hundred’ others. The 
range of. variation ig Troy collars and 
safety razors is incomparably greater 
than in the movies. ‘ 

Whatever may be the outcome, of 
the hearings before the Federal Trad¢ 
Comniission, the movie interests can- 
not overlook public opinion. It was 
in response: to something like a pop- 
ular uprising that Mr. Wit Hars was 
brotght into the industry some years 
ago. But there.is' one method by 
which the producers might enlist a

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Questions of 
diréct interest to the millions of ‘‘listen- 


\ ing industries concerned will receive con- 
sideration by the 400 delegates who will 
bein attendance at the Fourth National 
Radio Conference called by Herbert 
Hoover, Secretary of Commerce, which 
will hold its opening session here tomor- 
row morning. 

As the head of the department of the 
Government which exercises supervision 
over radio activity Mr. Hoover will de- 
liver the keynote addréss. = 

One ofthe major questions to be con- 
sidered, and which’ will be discussed by 
Secretary Hoover, is the limiting of the 
number of broadcasting stations to pre- 
vent. further congestion \At:. present 
marty 600 of these statiohs are in opera- 
tion in the United States. Government 
officials emphasize that there are: only 
88 wave lengths available for broadcast- 
ing in this country) and that in the cir- 
cumstances the tremendous difficulties 
which must be- overcome in assigning 
wave lengths to additional stations can 
be readily appreciated. 

It {8 Secretary. Hoover’s opinion ‘that 
the air is already overcrowded and. that 
for the present there are no more air 
channels for assignment to new stations, 

If the conference should decide that 
the number of stations need not be 
limited, it will have to show how the 
‘new stations shall be accommodated— 
by widening the broadcasting band, a 
further time division, a further duplica- 
tion on the same wave length, or by 
some other method. ra 

Secretary Hoover is expected,’ in\ his 
address, to emphasize his beHef that 
the interest of the listening-in . public 
is paramount to radio broadcasting. 

Another subject to be Drought up be- 
fore the conference is the manner of 
passing upon applications for broadcast- 
ing licenses. It has been suggested that 
regional committees should be -estab- 
lished ‘to advise the Secretary’ of Com- 

erce in these matters. - 

Other questions, will be referred to 
special committees. -These include such 
topics as advertising, readjustment of 
present frequency bands, operators’ 
licenses, class requirements, construc- 
tion permits, listening for distress, 
license fees, power, time division, re- 
broadcasting, duplication. of © wave 
lengths; removal of broadcasting § sta- 
tions from congested centres, extension 
of the plan of individual assignments. of 
wave lengths to shore stations, radiating 
receiving sets, the elimination of sparks, 
station interference, miscellaneous inter- 
ferences, the necessity Yor legislation, 
suggestions to be embodied in legisla- 
tion and the use of copyright material. 

In addition to the United States the 
Governments of Canada, Mexico and 
Cuba will be. officially represented in 
the conference. 

In the conference will be found repre- 
sentatives of broadcasting stations, asso- 
ciations of listeners, newspapers and pe- 
riodicals having radio sections and in 
some instances operating broadcasting 
stations, manufacturers of receiving sets,

Probably the excited “outsifle pub- 
lic’ is more convinced*than ever that 
financial resources of limitless and 
irresistible power are resolved to carry 
prices much higher, and are able to 
do so. As to this, we shall in due 
course see. So far as.regards the-no- 
tion, always prevalent at such times, 
of absolutely undoubted capital en- 
listed at the top of such a movement, 
some-Wall Street can still re- 
member what an- -climax the 
show-down presented in that respect 
in the sequel-to other episodes of the 
kind. 

With a stock market running wild 
in the higher altitudes of a hysterical 
advance, the timealways arrives when 
Wall Street and its speculative follow- 
ing leap to the conclusion that noth- 
ing can stop the continuing upward 
movement. That judgment began to 
be rather widely expressed at the be- 
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ginning of last week. Sober observers 
—watching the market. so to speak, 
with Idng-distance. binoculars—might 
be disposed to describe such a state of 
mind as the climax of unregson. In a 
progressively rising market, especially 
when it has been a4vancing 8 or 10 
per cent. each month in a series of 
months, nothing would seem more 
axiomatic than the facts, first, that 
there must be some inevitable li~it 
to the rise, and, second, that the high- 
er prices go the nearer they must have 
approached that limit. 
Sometimes such a detached observer 
finds himself puzzied as to what the 
bidders-up of stocks are act y lLok- 
ing for. The conception of a stock 
market which would advance forever, 
and never go down again could hardly 
commend itself even to an excited 
speculator—uniess, indeed, prices are 
quoted in a depreciated paper cur- 
rency, whose gold value shrinks 25 or, 
50 per cent. each successive month, 
a condition which clearly has no ap- 
plication to the New York market. 
Nevertheless, the talk of a further 
advance invariably becomes more in- 
sistent when the. market approaches 
its culmination. 
As happened repeatedly in. last 
week’s periods,;of itregularity,~ the 
army of Wall Street touts will often, 
day after: day, describe the market 
as an exhibition of increasing strength 
because # dozen stocks advanced while 
all the rest declined. Declining prices : 
simply do not exist; or, if they, do, 
they are merely “profit-taking’’ in 
preparation for a still more violent 
advance. “Bear selling’’ is referred 
to elther/ scornfully or angrily; the 
“bear” is not only applying his puny 
exertions to obstruct an irresistible 
force, but in purpose, if not in By 
achievement,-he is a public enemy. 
There are, in fact, people of more 
experience , with stock markets than 
the rampant outside speculator, who 
occasionally éxpress the opinion, even B 
in quiet times, that the “bears’’ ought ++ 
somehow to be suppressed.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 8.—Last 
week was probably the most active of 
the season so far as volume of contract 
trading is concerned. It-was, ,moreover, 
a period of almost constant advances in 
prices, with the, result that at the high- 
est. ‘reached by December in Friday's 
market, 20.16, that position showed a 
gain of just 226 points over the low 
point reached by the same month on 
the previous Saturday, when the decline 
which followed the last Government esti- 
mate terminated at 17:90. 

The rapid decline of the preceding 
week had left the technical positian of 
the market greatly strengthened through 
the elimination: of ‘the greater part of 
the long interest and the building up of 
a correspondingly large short interest. 
The market was, therefore, in a position 
to rally sharply on any constructive de- 
velopment. The needed stimulant came 
in the continued heavy rains experienced 
in the Southwest, which further delayed 
picking and damaged still further the 
grade of such cotton as was exposed to 
the weather. ™ 


Marketable Cotton Dwindles. 

Once the trade had been stirred into 
believing that the rains were doing 
harm the market advanced easily and 
every minor development of a bullish 
character added to the upward swing. 
Thus the reported broadening of the 
differences between good grades and 


the lower grades in the various Southern 
markets was accepted as a strengthen- 
ing of contracts through a diminished 
supply of tenderable cotton: 

The final boost to prices came Fri- 
day, when Secretary Hester announced 
that mill takings for the week had 
totaled 520,000 bales, which breaks all 
previous records for takings by spinners 
in a single week. These tremendous 
takings by the mills, coupled with record 
exports, afford food for speculation as 
to the prospects for consumption, a con- 
sideration which will probably exert con- 
siderable weight after the season for 
crop estimating, or, more properly speak- 
ing, guessing, is out of the way. 


Advance Is Halted, 


As the week closed, there was a half 
to the advance and a well defined desire 
to liquidate in advance of the Govern- 
ment report to be issued on Monday.
